Claims 1-12 remain in the case. Claims 1-5 stand rejected. The Examiner has rejected 
Claims 1-3 and 6-10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Franklin (U.S. Patent No. 
5,180,057). Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious in view of 
Franklin, Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the based 
claim and any intervening claims. Applicant is filing a Request For Continued Examination 
herewith and, therefore, requests that the objections to claims 1 1 and 12 be held in abeyance.
